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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1 0/3/2000 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 6, line 2, "the algorithm" lacks antecedent basis. 
Regarding claim 6, at the end of line 6, "the equations" lack antecedent basis. 

Priority 

4. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on two 
applications filed in EPO on 6/24/1999 and 3/30/2000 respectively. It is noted, however, 
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that applicant has not filed a certified copy of each of the foreign applications as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4, 8, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Feintuch (US 4,939,685). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 8, 10, 13 and 14, Feintuch shows a signal processing 
device comprising an adaptive filter comprising means for determining (20A) and means 
for reducing (50A). Col. 1 , line 21 ; lines 26-40; col. 5, lines 46-51 . 

Regarding claim 3, Feintuch shows the transformed auto and a cross correlation 
matrices (eqs. 3 and 4). 

Regarding claim 4, Feintuch shows the multiplying (by 21). 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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8. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Okuno 
etal (US 5,987,143). 

Regarding claims 1 , 2, and 8-14, Okuno et al (hereafter Okuno) show a 
teleconferencing system, a voice-controlled electronic device or a noise cancellation 
system having a signal processing device comprising an adaptive filter comprising 
means for determining (S20 in Fig. 3) and means for reducing (S15-19). Col. 1, lines 9- 
13; col. 5, lines 1-38. 

Regarding claim 3, Okuno shows the transformed auto and a cross correlation 
matrices (eqs. 7-9). 

Regarding claims 4 and 6, Okuno shows the multiplying (eq. 9). 

Regarding claim 5, Okuno shows the recursive network (S19; col. 16). 

Regarding claim 7, Okuno discloses the limit (cols. 6 and 7).
